Information provided by cardiac 
catheteriza ion and by cineangiog- 
raphy, a kind of x-ray movie avail- 
able at the Center only since the 
Heart Fund helped buy equipment 
last year, showed that Susan had 
a rare defect called subaortic 
stenosis. 

One in every 120 newborn 
babies has a heart defect, many 
of them mild, Heart Association 
literature shows. Of a hundred 
babies with heart defects, one may 
have Susan’s problem. 

A fibrous ring under the half- 
moon aortic valve bottle-necked 
the flow of blook frem the lower 
left chamber of Susan’s heart so it 
had to work overtime to pump 
oxygenated blood to her body. 
Above the valve, the large artery 
had stre.ched to more than double 
its normal size. 

Using the heart pump to give a 
clear visual field, Medical Center 
surgeons snipped the fibrous tis- 
sue, releasing the constric ion so 
Susan’s blood flows almost normal- 
ly now.
